The Bureau of Child Hygiene of the 
California Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, has started its annual cam- 
paign to provide childre nwho will 
enter school for the first time next 
fall with thorough and complete 
physical examinations. A similar cam- 
paign undertaken last year covered 48 
counties of the state where te nthous- 
and children of pre-school age were 
examined. This activity has the full 
endorsement of educational authorities. 

In this campaign a nendeavor will 
be made only to discover physical de- 
fects that way exist. Arrangements for 
the correction of any physcal defects 
that may be discovered will rest en- 
tirely with the parents of the child- 
ren. 

The examination of the pre-school 
children of Menlo Park will be 
made by the local physician, Dr. Ger- 
lough, asisted by Miss Boddy, the 
school nurse, and members of the Par- 
ent Teacher Asociations, at no cost to 
the parents and with no fees of any 
sort required. 

The examinations will be made at 

the Fremont School on Monday, May 
26th, from 9 a. m. to 12 m. and at the 
Central School on Friday, May 24th, at 
the same hours.
